Claims 1, 2, and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Tateishi et al (6584048). 

Each of the independent claims read on reading a multi-layer disk by focusing on a first 
layer then on a second layer using the focusing error signal. Such limitation is 
notoriously well established in the art. The reference shows an optical disk reading 
apparatus wherein the disk having a first and second layers column 8 lines 25-30. a 
light source and photo detection means fig 4, a controller circuit receiving the focusing 
error signal FE fig 17 and a driver circuit to move the focusing point from a first layer to 
a second layer fig 17 element 1 1 . 

With respect to the limitations of claims 2 and 12. The limitation read on any element 
between the photo detector and the controller as shown in fig 17. 
With respect to the limitiaton of claim 13. the reference discloses the use of a focusing 
error signal FE.
